Sear Mr. Speaker: 

fhjn letter tr ana alta for the conet deration of the Congress 
proposed feteadaests to the Central Intelligence Agency Act of 19^9# 
as sewnded . The principal purpose of the p r o p o s e d Mil la to permit 
the Agency to improve its retirement program by authorising the 
esfe&nrfneut of a retiroaent syst m. corresponding to that of the 
foreign Service. It should he noted that it -sill become necessary 
for agprorri iyttonfl to he obtained since the contributions of employ- 
ees cawed by the retirement system and the Agency’s matching 
contributions vill not be sufficient to cover the full cost of reilre- 
awarfc payment benefits to be paid out* Alth o u g h such appropriations 
may not be needed to finance cadi disbursements for seme years, 
it is erpeoted that such a p p ro pri ations vill be sought after that 
time when actuarial valuations have been made. 

Other provisions of the proposed bill would bring existing 
previsions of law in the field of travel expenses aaad overseas 
allowances into conformity with those available to the foreign 
Service. Certain other provisions are included in the proposed 
bill to accomplish purposes which we believe necessary. 

We consider enactment of the proposed bill to be essential 
to toe effective performance of our mission and would appreciate 
early and favorable consideration, ihe Bureau of the Bsdget has 
advised that there is no objection, to the presentation of the 
p ropo se d Mil to the Congress from the standpoint of the Admin- 
istration's program.
